The contract Will be discuss- 
ed by the Board of Governors at 
Its next meeting, to be held 
sometime this week, If the 
Board approves the contract, 
the ratification process Will give 
Laur erttlin'i faculty alioclatlon 
ttl long sought after Contractual 
agreement with the University. 
The contract Is retroactive to 
July 1, 1980 fid will be In force 
far 1 years. it'hai'i re-dpener. 
Clause that will tike effect after 
1 year of the contract term, Thlr . 
clause would be exercised by the 



association over monetary Is- 
sues, Prof, H. Falter said, 
Falter Is the president of LUFA, 

The Association obtained an 
Increase of 9 and one-half 
percent In the total ' monetary 
package, The vote was 123 to SO , 
in favour. „ 

The successful negotiation of 
thlt contract was the tut step In 
the certification process for 
LUFA. the association Is now 
certified under the Labour 
Relations Act and operates is 
the official bargaining agent for 
the university's faculty and 
professional librarians.

Toronto [CUP] - A long 
awaited brief to the federals 
provincial task' force on student 
assistance from . ihe Ontario 
Ministry of Colleges and Uni- 
versities contains no new con- 
crete solutions to aid program 
difficulties, says the Ontario 
Federation of Students (OPS). 

A copy of the as yet 
unreleased brief was sent tu 
OPS although Minister of Col- 
leges and Universities Belle 
Stephenson had earlier told the 
federation they would not re- 
ceive the document. 

The brief Ignores most basic* 
hardships facing students on aid 
programs and falls to propose 
way to make education acces- 
sible to all, itld OPS Spokes- 
person Peter Bin. 

Several executive members 
of OFS termed the document 
"shallow" and "disappoint- 
ing". The federation had high 
hopes for the brief, since 
Stephenson had deferred a 
review of the Ontario Student 
Assistance Plan (OSAP) until 
after the task force had reported 
Its findings. 

AbftoMliSitoOFS, the only 
piiltlve recommendations eon* 
tallied in the; brief concern 



portability of loans and length 
of eligibility for loans. It 
recommends thai "provincial 
plans should place no limit- 
ailuns on the portability of 
provlncai assistance outside the 
province of residence, ..within 
Canada, " As the current plan 
stands, an Ontario-based stud- 



ent cannot receive a loan from 
the province In which he or she 
resides If attending college or 
university In another province. 
The brief suggests that stud- 
ents be eligible for loans for 
up to six years, an Increase of 
1 wo years over Ihe present 



Housing Hubbub 



Ottawa [CUP] - the federal 
government could find money , 
for badly needed student hous- 
ing If they- cut back on 
"wasteful military spending" 
says BC New Democratic MP 
Nelson Rlls. \ 

Rlls was reacting to a 
statement from housing mini- 
ster Paul Cosgrove who told a ; 
parliamentary committee No- 
vember 4 that student housing 
was not a "high priority" Item 
for the federal government. 

With a shortage of money, 
Cosgrove laid,- the needs of • 
families -and senior cltltens 
would come before students, ' 

Rlls lays all housing should 
be a priority, 

The MP laid student housing 
In particular should ba,|een ar 
an "Investment" rtthef' than 



spending. 

"If the government Is at all 
serious about things such as Job 
retraining then they, have an 
obligation to supply the housing 
as well," he said, 

The housing, he argues, 
particularly aids rural students 
who come Into major centers 
and develop the skills to aid the 
country's productivity. 

"Instead", Rlls says, "they 
spend money on military Jet 
fighters to stop us from being 
bombed by the Russians." 

Rlls tayi the Canadian Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
Is the obvious vehicle to fund 
housing. He says new itudent 
housing would be an opportu 
hity to experiment with solar 
heating and energy conserva-

Reggae: Music of the Oppressed

Reggae is The Music of 
Jamaica. It is the music of an 
oppressed society crying out for 
help, and mostly it is the music 
of the Rastafarians, who revere 
Haile Selassie of Ethiopia and 
are of a back-to-Africa religion. 
The word reggae was first 
used in 1968 in a song written by 
Toots Hibbert called "Do The 
Reggay". It is unknown where 
Hibbert picked up the word and 
the true derivation of it is 
disputed by etymologists. 

Reggae emerged from its 
fore-runners "rocksteady" and 
ska", which were both a 
combination of pdp, from the 
mid 60's. When reggae first 
appeared, it was the music of 
the delinquents who called 
themselves the "Rude Boys of 
Kingston" (Jamaica's capital) 
or Rudies. These young people 



were tired of the calypso music 
that flowed through the West 
Indian islands. Since they had 
little money to invest in musical 
instruments, they had to stick to 
basics. They purchased in- 
struments like box guitars, bass 
guitars and drums. They would 
then use bottles, tin cans and 
sticks to enhance the sound of ^> 
their music. Reggae started in 
Jamaica's ghettos Jonestown 
and Trenchtown. It was a way 
for the people to express their 
discontent with the social cond- 
itions in the form of music. 

During the late 60's popular- 
ity and personal tastes' resulted 
in a split in reggae music. Then 
was the pop-oriented style 
created by artists like Byron Lee 
and Desmond Dekker. This 
style was more popular with 
Jamaica's middle class and 
foreigners. Music with *' Black 
Power messages produced by 
artists like Douglas Mack's 



Band became the "other" style 
of reggae. The messages in this 
music greatly influenced the 
people of the slums and encour- 
aged them to stand up for their 




rights. Unfortunately these peo- 
ple were too poor and ignorant 
to actually do anything about 
their situation. 



In the early 70's artists like 
Bob Marley and the Wailers 
popularized hardcore reggae in 
the West Indies as well as North 
America and Europe (particul- 
arly England). These musicians 
were spreading the word of Jah 
(The Divine Black God) and 
appealing to black people of all 
nations to proclaim strength 
and roots in an African way of 
life. Reggae lyrics were often 
political satires turning on 
recent events. 

Since 50 per cent of Jam- 
aica's people over 15 are 
illiterate, reggae records were 
often the only medium that 
carried political and social 
messages to the masses. Reg- 
gae's influence on the listener's 
cultural subconscious was so 
intense that songwriters like 
Peter Tosh, Max Romeo, and 
Toots Hibbert became very 
powerful in the media. 

By the late 70's young reggae 



artists that were previously 
known only by the Jamaicans 
who followed the reggae scene 
closely — were known by many 
people outside of the island. 
Artists like Burning Speak, 
Third World, Bunny Wailer and 
Oroy brought about a change in 
the attitudes of the people. This 
change in attitude could be seen 
in the intensity of the music as 
well as song titles. Titles like 
"Prisoner in the Street', "Jah 
Sees and Knows", "Exodus and 
African Woman", showed a 
move towards rebellion and 
Black or cultural awareness. 

It wasn't until 1976 when 
Eric Clapton's version of 
Shot The Sheriff" hit the top of 
the charts that reggae made the 
jump from a cult to commercial! 
sound. By this time American 
record companies were produc- 
cont'd on page 8

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Yes to Scholarships 



Winnipeg [CUP] - The federal 
minister, of fitness and amateur 
sport has come out in favour of 
Canadian universities offering 
athletic scholarships. 

Speaking at the University of 
Manitoba, Gerald Regan said 
he would support the idea of 
scholarships to entice athletes to 
stay in Canada. 

Asked what the federal 
government could do about the 
mass athlete exodus to Amer- 
ican college campuses, Regan 
agreed that scholarships would 
be-helpful. 

"And I am supportive of any 
plan capable of keeping athletes 
in Canada," the minister said. 



The University of Manitoba 
plans to begin offering athletic 
scholarships next year. There 
has been some concern that the 
Canadian Inter-collegiate Ath- 
letic Union (CIAU), which 
governs Canadian Inter-univer- 
sity athletics, would change the 
amateur status of University of 
Manitoba athletes if they re- 
ceived scholarships. 

The CIAU now has a policy 
that schools offering scholar- 
ships can no longer compete in 
the CIAU. 

Spokespeople for the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba have said 
that the CIAU may soon 
overturn that policy and let 



scholarship-offering schools 
compete. 

Regan said scholarships 
from private funds may be 
necessary if the provinces do 
not adequately, finance the 
universities' athletic programs 
and amateur sport in general. 

He said his department 
would like to help but the loss 
of revenue from lotteries to 
provincial jurisdiction means 
more money cannot come from 
the federal government. 

Provincial and municipal 
governments, he said, should 
supply funding for athletic 
facilities which would entice 
athletes to stay in the country.
